The necessities of life must be 
provided for the needy, and hope 
must be restored pending recov- 
ery. The administration of relief 
is a major failure of the New 
Deal. It has been faithless to 
those who most deserve our sym- 
pathy. To end confusion, parti- 
sanship, waste and incompetence, 
we pledge: 

1. The return of responsibility 
for relief administration to non- 
political local agencies familiar 
with communty problems. 

2. Federal grants-in-aid to the 
States and territories while the 
need exists, upon compliance with 
these conditions: (a) A fair pro- 
portion of the total relief burden 
to be provided from the revenues 
of States and local governments; 
(b) All engaged in relief admin- 
istration to be selected on the 
basis of merit and fitness; (c) 
Adequate provision to be made 
for the encouragement of those 
persons who are trying to become 
self-supporting. 

3. Undertaking of Federal pub- 
lic works only on their merits 
and separate from the adminis- 
trations of relief.

Security. 


Real security will be possible 
only when our productive capac- 
ity is sufficient to furnish a de- 
cent standard of living for all 
American families and to provide 
a surplus for future needs and 
contingencies. For the attain- 
ment of that ultimate objective, 
we look to the energy, self-reli- 
ance and character of our people, 
and to our system of free enter- 
prise. 

Society has an obligation to pro- 
mote the security of the people, 
by affording some measure of 
protection against involuntary un- 
employment and dependency in 
old age. The New Deal policies, 
while purporting to provide social 
security, have, in fact, endangered 
it. 

We propose a system of old 
age security, based upon the fol- 
lowing principles: 

1. We approve a’ pay-as-you-go 
policy, which requires of each 
generation the support of the 
aged and the determination of 
what is just and adequate. 

2. Every American citizen over 
65 should receive the supple- 
mentary payment necessary to 
provide a minimum income suf- 
ficient to protect him or her 
from want. 

3. Each and 


state territory, 


upon complying with simple and — 


general minimum standards, 
should. receive from the Federal 
Government a graduated contrib- 
ution in proportion to its own, 
up to a fixed minimum. 

4. To make this program con- 
sistent with sound fiscal policy 
the Federal revenues for this 
purpose must be provided from 
the proceeds of a direct tax wide- 
ly distributed. All will be bene- 
fited and all shagjd contribute. 

We propose to encourage adop- 
tion by the states and territories 
of honest and practical measures 
for meeting the problems of un- 
employment insurance. 

The unemployment insurance 
and old age annuity sections of 
the present social security act 
are unworkable and deny bene- 
fits to about two-thirds of our 
adult population, including pro- 
fessional men and women and 
all those engaged in agriculture 
and domestic service, and the 
self employed while imposing 
heavy tax burdens upon all.

In the intro- 
ductory paragraph, however, the 
wording of this paragraph was 
identical with the wording of the 
anti-monopoly plank contained in 
the Democratic platform for 1924. 
Besides calling for vigorous en- 
forcement of present anti-trust 
laws, the Republicans “demand the 
enactment of such additional legis- 
lation as is necessary to make it 
impossible for private monopoly to 
exist in the United States.” 

For Census of Unemployed. 

Included in the relief plank was 
a demand for a census of the un- 
employed expressed in general 
terms, “a prompt determination of 
the facts concerning relief and un- 
employment.” In the security 
plank was a denunciation of the 
Social Security Act passed by the 
Roosevelt administration for its 
denial of benefits “to about two- 
thirds of our adult population, in- 
cluding professional men and wom- 
en and all those engaged in agri- 
culture and domestic service, and 
the self-employed while imposing 
heavy tax burdens upon all.” 

Bingham credited Borah with 
dictating the phraseology of the 
foreign affairs plank, too, which 
contained “a pledge that America 
shall not become a member of the 
League of Nations nor of the 
World Court, nor shall America 
take on any entangling alliances 
in foreign affairs.” Another plank 
called for “every effort” to col- 
lect the war debts from the Europ- 
ean nations. 

Dispute in Money Plank. 

From Bingham’s comment on the 
currency plank it was apparent 
that the chief dissention in the 
Platform Committee centered 
around this issue. Bingham said 
Herbert Hoover had asked the 
committee to advocate a return’ to 
the gold standard. The plank, 
largely in deference to Borah, 
makes no mention whatsoever of 
gold. It merely says: 

“We advocate a sound currency 
to be preserved at all hazards. The 
first requisite to a sound and 
stable currency is a balanced budg- 
et. We oppose further devaluation 
of the dollar.” 

Landon’s telegram greatly al- 
tered the significance of this plank. 
Interviewed on the train on.which 
he was departing from the conven- 
tion, Borah was reported to be 
greatly surprised at Landon’s ac- 
tion. The Idaho Senator was said 
to have regarded it as a repudi- 
ation of the party’s platform. 

MecNary-Haugen Plan Again. 

The Republican farm plank in- 
cludes what Bingham described as 


essentally the McNary-Haugen plan 
for marketing agricultural sur- 
pluses. Throughout the plank ref- 


erence is made to the co-operation 


in various phases of the Republi- 
can farm program of “family- 
type farms.” This, Bingham ex- 
plained, was to prevent big cor- 
porations from participating, as 
they did in the New Deal's AAA, 
with the result that huge checks 
for curtailing production were paid 
to firms operating iarge cotton and 
sugar plantations. 

The preamble of the platform is 
given over to a lengthy recital of 
New Deal sins. 


HANDWRITING SENT BY RADIO 


New Field of Communication Is 
Tried Out. 

NEW YORK, June 12.—Radio 
surveyed a new field of commu- 
nication as ultra short waves, by 
which letters in the exact hand- 
writing of the senders may be 
transmitted, were introduced yes- 
terday in a two-way sending dem- 
onstration between New York and 
Philade!phia. 

Automatic repeater’ stations in 
New Jersey—at New Brunswick 
and at Arney’s Mount near Tren- 
ton—were utilized as relays by the 
Radio Corporation of America in 
the tests. The trials were between 
New York University and Frank- 
lin Institute in Philadelphia, the 
two institutions where Samuel F. 
B. Morse first demonstrated his 
electric telegraph a century ago 
this year.

Harper Sibley, chamber preside 
aimed his criticism particula: 
against the House measure whic 
would provide a graduated levy up 
to 42% per cent against the undis- 
tributed profits of a corporation. 
He declared the Senate bill, which 
provides for a flat 7 per cent tax on 
such profits, was to be “preferred, 
although it also imposes penalties 
upon reasonable retention of earn- 
ings needed for business purposes.” 

In a letter to all members of the 
organization, Sibley declared the 
House proposal “would obstruct 
industrial growth and the progress 
of recovery.” 

“Under the House bill,” said an 
accompanying statement, “the high- 
est rate of tax, 42% per cent, falls 
upon a corporation which has in- 
come of $18,000 or more, and which 
is so situated that it must retain 
57% per cent of its earnings.” 


The legislative conferees attempt- | 


ed anew to bridge the differences 
in the bills, with onlv three days 
remaining before Congress goes 
back into session. While members 
of the conference committee were 
bound not to discuss their proceed- 
ings, Chairman Doughton of the 
House ways and means committee 
said no controversial points had 
been discussed. 

It was understood that a tenta- 
tive agreement has been reached 
on the 80 per cent “windfall tax” on 
unpaid and refunded AAA process- 
ing taxes, although there are still 
several minor administrative fea- 
tures to be worked out. 


Alfred P. Sloan Jr. Opposes Laws 

Controlling Dividend Policies.

NEW YORK, June 12.—Ameri- 
can business would be _ seriously 
harmed by any laws which sought 
to control the dividend policies of 
industrial enterprise, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., president of General Mo- 
tors Corporation, declared today in 
a letter to the company’s stock- 
holders. 

Sloan's views were given in a 
communication accompanying the 
corporation’s quarterly dividend 
checks, which included the regular 
quarterly disbursement of 50 cents 
and an extra payment of 75 cents. 

The company, he said, acknowl- 
edges the desirability of “permit- 
ting the profits of business, _ in 
whatever form it may be organized, 
to flow into active channels of 
commerce to the maximum possi- 
ble degree,” but at the same time

Dollar Sales, 4 to 5 Pct. 
Retail Prices Lower. 
CHICAGO, June 12.—Department 
stores of the nation got out of the 
red during 1935, the Bureau of Busi- 
ness Research of Harvard Univer- 
sity reported yesterday. The net 
profit was one-tenth of 1 per cent, 
Carl N. Schmalz, the bureau’s as- 
sistant professor of marketing, told 
the joint conferences of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Association 
and the Controllers’ Congress. 
Earnings in 74 stores with sales 
of $2,000,000 or more reached 3.7 
per cent of sales in 1935 ,compared 
to 3 per cent in 1930, Schmalz said. 
Larger department stores, he 
reported, showed a higher percen- 
tage of earnings than smaller ones. 
Dollar sales in all stores were 4 
to 5 per cent greater than 1934, the 
report disclosed. Retail prices of 
goods were 2 per cent lower. 
Schmalz said “it appears that al- 
though the dollirr sales ... were at 
a point about 25 per cent below the 
levels of 1930, and around 30 per 
cent. below the highest point ever 
reached (1929) the physical quan- 
tity of goods sold ...may well 
have been within 5 per cent of the 
all-time high.”

“BLACK LEGION PLOT 
TO KILL EDITOR ALLEGED 


Warrants Sought Against A. F. 
Lupp, N. Ray Marsland 
and Others.

DETROIT, Mich, June i12.— 


Prosecutor Duncan C. Metres | 
named 15 men, including Arthur 
F. Lupp, Michigan commander of 
the Black Legion, in asking for | 


warrants today on charges of con- 
spiracy to murder a_ suburban 
newspaper editor and a village 
mayor. 

Twelve of the men were named 
in connection with an alleged plot 
to kill Arthur L. Kingsley, editor 
of the Highland Parker, a commun- 
ity newspaper in Highland Park, 
and the other three were charged 
with a plot to kill William W. Voi- 
sine, Mayor of Ecorse. 

The warrant applications follow- 
ed announcement of a new state- 
ment by Dayton Dean, Black Le- 
gion “executioner” who has ad- 
mitted he fired the shots which 
killed Charles A. Poole on May 12 
after a night ride with the terror- 
ists. 

McCrea said Dean’s accusations 
were corroborated by confessions 
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Squad.” 
Named with Lupp in the Kings- 
ley case were N. Ray Markland, a 


former Assistant Prosecutor whom 
McCrea suspended, and Leslie J. 
Black, a suspended clerk for Judge

McCrea charges that Kingsley 
was marked for death in August 
of 1935 because of the opposition of 
his paper to Markland, who was 
defeated in April, 1934, for re-elec- 
tion as Mayor of Highland Park.

Regular and extra divi- 
dends, along with optimistic com- 
pany statements, failed as stimul- 
ants.

Columbia Gas also was favored, 
along with American Woolen pre- 
ferred, Caterpillar Tractor and 
Gimbel. 

J. I. Case, up to a new year’s top 
in the morning, fell back for a loss. 
Down as much as a point or more 
were U. S. Steel, Bethlehem, Chrys- 
ler, General Motors, Boeing, Budd 
Mfg., Standard Oil of California, 
American Telephone, N. Y. Central, 
Southern Pacific and Northern Pa- 
cific.

News of the Day. 

Most brokerage commentators 
warned against too much bullish- 
ness at this time, recalling that the 
tax bill is still in the heat of a con- 
gressional conference battle and 
that the French financial crisis con- 
tinues as a perplexing element in 
international affairs. 

In some quarters it was suggest- 
ed that, while the flow of bonus 
cash, beginning next week, can be 
expected to further brighten the 
business picture, it is possible this 
may have been discounted in the 
ease of scattered stocks. 

Wall street's eyes were centered 
largely on the political scene with 
the hope, rather than the profound 
belief, that the coming presidential 
campaign may bring a greater 
stimulus to the equities market. 

Recent strength of agricultural 
implement and mail-order shares 
was thought by some to have been 
partly generated by the belief that 
the platforms of both major parties 
will carry planks stressing the need 
of further aid to the farmers. 

Although there was a little dis- 
quiet in steel circles owing to the 
weakening tendencies of scrap, no 
exceptional summer slump in pro- 
duction was thought likely. 

Weekly Business Summary. 

The financial district did not seem 
particularly disturbed by indications 
that fewer gains were recorded this 
week in most business lines. 

Week-end reviews found that re- 
tail distribution was about on par 
with the previous week, but failed 
to hold some of the advantage over 
last year's performance. 

Unsettled weather, Dun & Brad- 
street said, was a factor in the buy- 
ing hesitancy. Generous commit- 
ments for some early fall lines, it 
was added, were offset to a certain 
extent by slackening reorders’ to 
wholesalers.

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NEW PRESBYTERIAN 


CHURCH ORGANIZED 


Conservative 
Assembly and Elect Dr. J. 
Gresham Machen Moderator. 


By the Associated Prensa. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 12.—The 


Presbyterian Church of America | 


was founded yesterday by conser- 
vatives who seceded from the Pres- 
byterian Cuhrch in the U. &. A. 
(Northern.) 

Dr. J. Gresham Machen, leader 
of the Presbyterian Constitutional 
Covenant Union, which dissolved 


to permit the organization of the 
new group, was elected the first 
moderator. 

About 325 ministers and 16 elders 
from eight states were among the 


20) who attended the opening ses-a 


sion, atyling themselves the First 
General Assembly. 

The assembly adopted as a dec- 
laration of faith, subscription to 
which was made mandatory on 
ministers, elders and deacons, a 
statement setting forth “the scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments are the word of God, the 
only infallible rule of faith and 
practice.” 

Meeting in a Philadelphia eo 
room, the group said it sought ‘ 
continue what we believe to be the 
true spiritual succession of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. 8. 
A.. which we hold to have been 
abandoned by the present organi- 
vation of that body, and to make 
clear to all the world that we have 
no connection with the organiza- 
tion bearing that name.” 


The election of Dr. Machem, who 
withdrew from the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A. after his 
conviction on charges of disobedi- 
ence, Was unanimous. 


Dr. Machen and seven others 
were ordered by the Philadelphia 
presbytery to renunciate their af- 
filiation with the Independent 
Board of Foreign Missions. Their

refusal was regarded as insubordi- | 
nation by the presbytery, and this | 


decision was upheld last month by 
the Genere!? Assembly.

HOW MANY ALIENS? 

One of the Utopian ideas for ending the depression 
is the one for deporting the aliens. Some patriotic 
societies have insisted this country could get rid of 
7,500,000 persons in this way; thus creating more 
jobs and easing the strain on relief rolls. Represen- 
tative Dies of Texas, who introduced a bill in Con- 
'gress to achieve this clean-up, was more conserva- 
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itive; he estimated the number affected at 6,000,000. 
Some figures recently issued by Daniel W. MacCor- 
mack, Commissioner of Immigration, show how ab- 
surd these estimates are. There were 13,366,407 for- 
efgn-born persons in the country when the 1930 cen- 
|sus was taken, he says. Of these, 7,859,193 had been 
| naturalized and 1,246,521 more had their first papers. 
| Unless the country decides Nazi methods are best, no 
| citizens are going to be deported, so that eliminates 
_ both the 6,000,000 and the 7,500,000 figures. 
| There are, however, even fewer aliens now than 
| the 1930 census showed. Col. MacCormack’'s report 
shows that, because of departures and reduced im- 
migration, there were only 4,564,933 unnaturalized 
aliens in the country at the end of the last fiscal 
vear. That figure should squelch the next person 
who repeats. the charge that 6,000,000 non-citizens 
have jobs and 1,500,000 are on relief. 
| The effect on all business and industry of deport- 
ing several million consumers does not enter into 
'the calculation of those who urge these proposals.

N JUNE 15, Arkansas wild celebrate the 
() nunareain anniversary of statehood. In 
all the 75 counties, and in practically 
every community, local celebrations will be 
held. The culminating scene will, of course, 
be presented in Little Rock, the capital. 

Many citizens, sharing the common Amer- 
ican idea that such an event can be properly 
celebrated only in a manner involving a con- 
spicuous and extravagant expenditure of 
money, consider it very unfortunate for the 
State that this forthcoming celebration can- 
not be staged in such a manner. They evi- 
dently feel that because Arkansas doesn't 
have millions in cash to pour out on the big 
party, the country at large will consider this 
as one more proof of our backwardness. 

Many attempts were, therefore, made to 
induce the State Legislature to meet in ex- 
traordinary session to appropriate money for 
the celebration, but during the same time, 
a preponderance of public sentiment against 
any appropriation of public money at such 
a time as this and for such purpose made 
itself distinctly heard. 

The simple fact that the State is broke 
and has no money available for such a 
purpose could hardly be ignored. The State 
is not only broke but for the past several 
years has been asking for outside aid In 
taking care of its hundreds of thousands of 
destitute persons. For, within the past dec- 
ade, the State has been subjected to four 
major calamities. Beginning with the 1927 
flood, the series of calamities continued with 
two devastating drouths in quick succession 
one in 1929, followed by a worse in 1930— 
and the general business depression. 

” 7” - 

Now. for a State to “panhandle” the Fed- 
eral Government and the Red Cross with 
one hand while throwing money away on 4 
big party—even if the aforesaid party is for 
the commendable purpose of celebrating a 
historically important event —~with the other, 
‘struck most Arkansawyers as something 
just a little too raw. 

We “reckoned” that, in the minds of most 
sound-thinking Americans, our reputation 
would suffer less from our holding only a 
modest celebration—one financed with small 
change from private pockets—than it would 
if we went still deeper into debt—and with 
thousands of hungry children in our midst! 
There may be times, they argued, when it is 
all right to appropriate public money for a 
jubilee, but that time is positively not now. 

It happens that the State of Arkansas has 
a heavier burden of debt than any other 
state in the Union. Her per capita indebted- 
ness is much more than that of any other 
state: and only New York, Illinois and 
North Carolina have larger total debts: The 
bonded indebtedness of Arkansas is around 
$180.000,000, not to mention many millions 
more owed by municipalities and school dis- 
tricts. The State has defaulted on the in- 
terest on bonds and several of her sister 
states, notably Pennsylvania, owning some of 
the bonds, have threatened to sue her. 

Indeed, the credit of the State has suf- 
fered somewhat ever since the repudiation 
of the Holford bonds; and the present un- 
precedented indebtedness against an as- 
sessed valuation of property amounting to 
about $550,000,000 ig causing some Arkan- 
sawyers to wonder.ewhether repudiation may 
not, ultimately, be resorted to again. (But 
the assessed valuation of property in Arkan- 
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sas is absurdly, not to say fraudulently, low. 
The ruggedly individualistic old farmers of 
Arkansas just will not dig to the bottoms 
of their pockets for cash for politicians to 
spend. These farmers constitute 83 per cent 
of the taxpayers and voters of the State.) 
But Texas, next door to us, has appropriat- 
ed $20,000,000 for her own centennial cele- 
bration, which she is holding at the same 
time we are holding ours. This, it is as- 
sumed by many sensitive Arkansawyers, 
puts Arkansas in a still more embarrassing 
position. It will probably do no good to 


* point out that most of that $20,000,000 will, 


perhaps, be wasted; or that Texas could 
make a creditable enough showing on, say, 
one-fourth or.one-fifth of that amount. Some 
of us more cynical Arkansawyers suspect 
Texas of putting on a vulgar display, one 
beyond her actual financial] ability, too,

Perhaps we would make just as vulgar a 
display, if we could. Indeed, we are already 
guilty of one piece of vulgarity of which 
the State should be heartily ashamed. It 
was unblushingly argued that since thou- 
sands of automobiles bearing prosperous tour- 
ists would be passing through on their way 
to see the big Texas show, why, we Arkan- 
sawyers should set up a show on the side 
of the road and be a friend to man. 

That, speaking plainly, is putting our own 
celebration on a sort of racketeering basis. 
Such crude cupidity as this will be despised 
by many tourists. 

But the plan as a whole is not without its 
redeeming features. The educational leaders 
of the State have outlined programs which 
will be really creditable to the community. 
Arkansas does have a very intercsting his- 
tory and the hundredth anniversary of state- 
hood is certainly an appropriate time to re- 
view it, In doing this, we shall, of course, 
follow the good old optimistic rule of jubi- 
lating generally and of glorifying the most 
striking and happy events in our history. 

We shall not spend the day deprecatin x 
old errors, calculating the interest we owe 
on our bonded indebtedness, nor in apologiz- 
ing for our poverty; we shall celebrate. We 
may also do a little discreet drinking. 

We cordially invite the world in fullest 
confidence that, en masse, visitors are likely 
to be pleasantly surprised and quite favor- 
ably impressed with the State of Arkansas 
and her genial, quick-witted and hospitable 
people. The report that most Arkansawyers 
live in trees—a report started, I believe, by 
Mencken—should not be taken too seriously.
